The signatories were Ismet Pasha 


and Riza Kur Bey for Turkey and M 
Venizelos and Caclamanos for Greece 


The conventions will become effec 


tive immediately. 


Paris—The dispute between Grea 


Britain and Turkey over 
the 
Irak 


frontier, involving the oil producing 
fields of Mosul were brought before 
the council of the League of Nations 
Tuesday by the Earl of Balfour. 
The 


council took no action in the matter as 
it is awaiting an indication from the 
Turks as to whether they will accepi 
the league's jurisdiction. 


Mosul, said Lord Balfour, was 


question for the league to consider, be 
cause the Irak was mandated territory 
Great Britain acting in that territory 
in behalf of the League of Nations. 


The question furthermore was of in 


terest to the league, he sairl, because 
of the menace to peace that was in 
volved in the dispute. 
He said he 


thought Article XVII of the League 
Covenant might give the Turks appro 
hension that they would not be ad 
mited to an equal footing by the coun 
cil. 


Article XVII provides that in the 


event of a dispute between a league 
member and a state not a member, th 
latter "shall be invited 1o accept the

may deem just." 


Lord Balfour said he had no infor 


mation indicating the Turks feared 
that under this article the counci 
might place them in a condition of in 
feriority in an arbitration dispute. He- 
assured the council it was the desire 
of the British government that 
the 


Turks be invited to sit with the coun- 
cil in the Mosul case-, which Great Brit- 
ain desires to have the league arbi- 
trate on an equal footing with 
the

Start Machinery To 
Revise Taxes In State 


Severson and Dahl Measures Are Introduced in Legislature at Madison— 


Both Houses Get Separate Bills Each Asking Increases in Revenues 


Amounting to Many Millions of Dollars 


A choice of general income tax bill was placed on the AVisconsin legislature in Madison Tuesday when speak- 


er John L. Dahl, in the assembly and Senator Herman J. Severson, in the senate, both administratioii leaders, 
introduced two distinct bills providing means of raising approximately $13,000,000 from incomes in the state. 


Each of the bills is complete in itself, providing for readjustment of the tax burden in Wisconsin. The two of them 


reprc-sent divergent views held by members of the administration group in the senate and assembly concerning 
the methods of income taxation and neither has the official backing of Governor Elaine. It is a matter for the 
legislature to determine which shall be enacted, the governor has said. 


Senator Severson proposes an income surtax on all earnings over ?3,000V He would not touch the present in- 


come tax law which provides revenue largely for local purposes. 


Speaker Dahl introduced a bill which concerns the state income tax laws as a unit He proposes to repeal the 


personal property tax offset, and the section of the statutes exempting stock dividends from taxation, imposing 
a graduated tax of from one to 20 per cent on taxable incomes ranging between $1,000 and $75,000. A flat 6 per 
cent tax would be imposed on corporation earnings, ex emptions raised for the head of a family and for children 
and present mill and surtaxes for special purposes repealed. 
Returns from the tax would be reapportioned 


to give the state 50 per cent, municipalities 40 per cent and counties 10 per cent. 


DAHL MEASURE 


Madison—A general income tax bill,

$13,000,000

earnings in Wisconsin, $6,500,000 of 
which is to go to the state and $6,- 
500,000 to localities, was introduced 
into the lower house of the Wisconsin 
legislature by Speaker John L. Dahl, 
Barren.

Likewise 
it repeals the secrecy clause to the 
income tax law, the personal property 
tax to that statute and the provisions 
exempting stock dividends from taxa- 
tion. A flat 6 per cent rate on the 
earnings of corporations is set by the 
proposal, which callg for redistribution 
of the tax returns so as to give 50

WHEN THEY BEGIN TO HARDEN 


A thoughful reader" asks which of the arteries 


is the first to harden, in arteriosclerosis or harden- 
ing of the arteries, and a thoughtless one asks what 
are tho early symptoms, for getting- that I do not 
equip readers with symptoms, early or late. A prac 
tical reader asks whether I can describe in a way a 
layman can. understand, what causey hardening of 
the arteries and whether anything can be done to 
prevent the development of the condition. 


First, notwithstanding many poets and philoso- 


phers to the contrary, old age does not cause harden 
ing of the arteries, nor does hardening of the 
arteries cause old age, but both conditions may 
and do occur in sOme cases as results of an un- 
fortunate state of mind a kind of false dignity of 
austerity, you know, the thing which makes a girl 
an old maid. Just what is that state of mind? v I 
can only feebly suggest what I mean when I say 
that if you can roll a dozen somersaults, forward and 
backward, and come up smiling, you're still young. 
Try some time, if your arteries are not too brittle, 
It is really a very good test of age. 


Certain poisons are notorious factors of hard- 


ening of the arteries. Alcohol, tobacco, lead the 
toxin or poison of syphillis, and the poison or toxin 
fed into the blood by the germs present in food of 
infection, when such foci are permitted to remain 
untreated over long periods, are important causes 
of hardening of the arteries in comparatively young 
jersonsT 


Overwork is often listed among the factors of

Executive Is Judged By 


New System At College 


Six Points Of Analysis Are Used 


To Show Definite Degree Of 
Personal Qualifications Man 
Has For Business 


Lawrence college men who are as- 


piring to executive positions in busi- 
ness are given strict recommendation 
based on a system of judgment which 
Clarence Dyson, instructor in business 
administration, has worked out. The 
judgment gives the man who is to b« 
recommended a fair chance and does 
away with the difficulty of judging thei 
numeral percentage or a quality which 
tho man possesses. 


Six factors are considered and de- 


fined in the recommendation. They are 
the character, 
judgment, initiative, 


industry, analytical ability, 
appear- 


ance and manners. In most cases four 
classificationsjof ability are used in a 
graph form iif determining how much 
of that partieu,lar quality the appli- 
cant has. A check is made on the line 
representing the quality to show just 
how good or how poor in that particu- 
lar point the instructor has found the 
applicant. By mea,ns of an especially 
prepared transparent sheet through 
which the check may be seen, the 
percentage is indicated. Thus the in- 
structor has been able to give a nu- 
meral percentage estimate without 
basing his judgment on the figure^ 
method. 


TEST CHARACTER 


Under the subject of character, the 


instructor considers whether the man 
who is applying for tho job is honest, 
reliabel, accurate in his statements, 
dependable in mone^1 matters and 
faithful in ^his social relations. 
The 


degrees of this quality are taken as 
excellent, good or 
inferior. 
If 
the 


check is made at the extreme left of 
the line representing this quality it 
means that the man as of unusually 
high character. If the check is made 
at the extreme riffht of the excellent 
space, it means that he is better than 
a! man of average ability. Probably 
most people would rank somewhere in 
the good section and of course there 
will be some who will fit only in the 
inferior section. 


The same procedure is followed in 


the matter of judgment where the 
man's ability to weigh factors in a 
situation or problem accurately 
is 


considered in relation to his ability 
to come to a logical conclusion quick- 
ly. The degree here is rated as ex- 
ceptional, good, fair or poor. In the 
matter of 
initiatue, 
consideration 


must be given to whether the man is 
able to seize new 
ideas 
that 
are 


sound quickly and to act on them in 
advance of the crowd. This is rated 
as exceptional, mediocre and lack- 
Ing. If a man has 710 initiative in the 
opinion of the instructor, his check 
is put at the extreme right of the 
line representing the quality. 


DETERMINE ENERGY 


His industry is judged from his en- 


"rpry and application to his work day 


in and day out. Here he is recom- 
mended as very energetic, industri- 
ous, indifferent or lazy. His analytic- 
al ability is taken to mean his ability 
to see the parts of a problem quick 
ly and to see their "relationships ac- 
curately. ^He i^i adjudged to be ex- 
ceptional, have ability or 
rate fair- 


ly or poorly. Under the subject on 
manners and .ipnearnce, considers 
tion is given how he impresses those 
with whom he conies 
in 
frequent 


contact. 
He may bes aid to have> *. 


strong personality, make a favorable 
impression,, be indifferent and weak 
or offensive. 


These points summed up will give 


the man who hires the applicant a 
good _idea of what the person who 
recommends him has thought of him 
It cannot_ be absolutely accurate, but 
it means 'more than the blanket rcc 
ommenaation which states! tha£ a 
man has a good character 
and lias 


done •well in his studies. 


The system which Mr. Dyson has 


worked out is similar to one used a1 
Harvard, but it has had to be adapted 
to 
conditions at 
Lawrence.
